When Mr. Bryan closed his address 
tonight there was a mighty demonsfra- 
tion. Men and women made frantic 
efforts to shake him by the hand and 
it required the services of several po- 
licemen to resuce him and escort him 
to one of the reception rooms. He re- 
mained until the crowd had largely 
dispersed and then was driven to the 
hctel Bartholdi. As he mergéd into 
the street and got into his carriage 
he was greeted again by cheers, sev- 
eral hundred people waiting to get a 
farewell glimpse of him. 

The striking difference* between the two 
dollar dinners was the seating of the guests 
of honor tonight on the platform, where 
they were plainly visible to everybody in 
the hall. Back of the speakers, painted on 
a large canvass, was the following: 

“A system of political economy will 
yet dawn which will perform as” well 
as promise; which will rain the riches 
of nature into the laps of the starving 
poor.’’ 

Colonel William J. Bryan entered the 
hall soon after 7 o’clock. He was received 
with great applause. Speakers were seat- 
ed as follows: : 

Presiding officer, John Brisben Walker; 
Mr. Bryan to his right, with N. O. Nelson, 
of St. Louis; Rev. Dr. Edward McGlynn, 
Charles Frederick Adams and John 5S. 
Crosby at Mr. Bryan’s right. At the chair- 
man’s left were Mayor Samuel M. Jones, of 
Toledo; Oliver H. P. Belmont and William 
Temple Emmett, great-grandson of Robert 
Emmett. A small orchestra discoursed mu- 


' gic from one of the boxes. There were few 


persons in evening dress, and men in well- 
worn cuits of various styles were numeous. 
The women, who were about equal in num- 
ber to the men, sat at the tables on the 
main floor. 

Splendid Toast List. 

The toasts and speakers were as follows:

Jones Attacks Inequality. 

Chairman Walker introduced Mayor 
Samuel M. Jones, of Toledo. Mayor Jones 
was cheered. 

He said in part:

Under our existing system it is the busi- 
ness of the capitalist and contractor to 
get the best end of the bargain, and to 
my mind al] inflammatory and denunciatory 
appeals directed against the ‘capitalist,’ 
the contractor,’ ‘the money power,”’ are 
idle and of no avail. Our warfare should 
be upon an unholy system—a system, too, 
that js as unscientific as it is unholy; a sys- 
tem that hopes to perpetuate itself through 
ministering to greed; a system that {is 
daily warfare—that is calculated to make 
men hate each other: a System that makes 
Our pretended democracy a travesty and 
exhibits our life and practice: a denial of 
democracy and brotherhood: and it is, there. 
fore, treason to the republic in which we 
are al] professed sovereigns and equals. 

In every city in this Or’any other coun- 
try that has adopted pub ownership of 
its public utilities, the Contract system 
and the franchise system will both disap- 
pear together. Every city, I say, that 
has adopted public ownership of public 
utilities has shortened the hours of labor, 
increased the pay of the men and im- 
proved the quality of service.”

“If any one tells you that we re- 
formers would destroy the rignt of 
property tell him that he tells not the 
truth. We would give to every indus-- 
trial corporation, if you will, just what 
it produces. No government has a 
right to give away a right or fran- 
chise created by the people in perpetu- 
ity, and posterity has a right to spit 
upon such a grant.” —

Mr. Temple closed with reference to Col- 
onel Bryan.

Jefferson’ was a man of ideas.

Some 
times people think that only on the 
batlefield can a man show his patriot- 
ism. I thank God that I five in a land 
where peace hath her victories as wel] 
as war. I glory that we live in a land 
where every day presents anan opportu- 
nity for man to show his love of coun- 
try; and I thank God that we live in this 
generation where the g@andest principles 
are presented that have ever been pre- 
sented to any fieneration since the his- 
tory of man began. A distinguished citl- 
zen ofthe nation spoke not long ago of

\Y/ the strenuous life and applied his idea to 


a policy tha@ gives this nation an oppors 
tunit to go forth with musket and 
with cernon and carry its ideas by 
force to other nations. I thank God 
that peace in this country gives an 
opportunity for all the strenuous life 
of the people. 

“If we but begin to apply to our dally 
conditions the principles which we all 
accept, thcories which we will not con- 
tradict, there is room enough for work 
for several generations yet to come, 
Thomas Jefferson believed in the peo- 
ple; and he was the first believer in 
the people. | 

I appreciate the fears expressed by 
our toastmaster—no one will deny the 
evil tendencies of the times; no one 
will deny that there are abuses so in- 
trenched in government that it is diffi- 
cult to dislodge them. But, as Jefferson 
believed in the people, so we can believe 
in. the people. 

The declaration of independence 
condensed into a few sentences is the 
principles which must ever underlie a 
form of government like ours. 

My attention was called yesterday to 
the languagé used by Abraham Lincoln 
in the eulogy of the declaration of in- 
dependence. This is an opinion of the 
preseiftt gathering and I want to con- 
tribute to the spirit of the occasion by 
quoting what the great republican said 
of the work of the greatest democrat. 


Lincoln and Jefferson Repudiated. 
The audience listened intently as Mr. 
Bryan read from a volume of Lincoln’s 
speeches. When the speaker said that both 
Lincoln ‘and Jefferson were repudiated 
when the declaration of independence was 
departed from he was greeted with great 
applause. He continued: 
I can turn to the words of Lincoln and 
. repeat them as fit eulogy of the declara- 
tion of independence because I cannot 
conceive of words that are more beauti- 
“ul or more true. He said—how wisely 
he guessed—that the time might come 
when some man or party or interest 
might set up the doctrine that only rich 
men or only white men or only Anglo- 
Saxon white men are entitled to those 
privileges—those blessings enumerated 
in thi»chart of our liberty. And I read 
these sentences to you tonight not that 
you shall be compelled to accept the 
declaration of independence, but that 
you may be compelled to repudiate both 
‘Lincoln and Jefferson when you leave 
tne declaration cf independence. (Long

The senatorial contest began on January 
17th. On that day Senator Quay received 
his highest vote, 112 senators and repre- 
sentatives casting their ballots for him. 
This was thirteen less than the number nec- 
essary to a choice and he never came near- 
er an election during the more than three 
months of the struggle. No such bitter 
political contest has probably ever before 
been waged in this country. 

The fight has been distinctly on Quay 
and anti-Quay lines, and both sides had 
numerous representatives at all times keep- 
ing a close watch on the numbers and on 
each other. Both sides promise that the 
contest for supremacy will be carried into 
every county in the state and waged in- 
cessantly until final supremacy is assured.

PROSECUTION OF QUAY CLOSES. 


Unexpected Termination of State’s 
Evidence Was Made Yesterday. 
Philadelphia, April 19.—Unexpectedly to 
almost every person interested, the prose- 
cution in the trial of ex-United States Sen- 
ator Quay for conspiracy closed its case 
today after nine days full of argument, 
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clashes of counsel, and testimony largely 
of an expert nature, 

The general expression of opinion had 
been that the trial would drag through 
many more days, and when District Attor- 
ney Rothermel announced that he had 
concluded there were expressions of sur- 
prise from all parts of the courtroom. The 
end came at 2 o’clock, just one hour before 
the usual hour of adjournment, and after 
a brief consultation among counsel for 
the defense and Judge Biddle, the latter 
adjourned court until tomorrow in order 
that Mr. Quay’s lawyers might have time 
to consider what steps they shall take with 
respect to the presentation of their side. 

It was stated that the question of enter- 
ing demurrers to the prosecution’s evidence 
or proceeding with the taking of testimony 
will be decided by the defense’s counsel 
tonight. : 

From the evidence already presented it 
is evident that the commonwealth depends 
largely for conviction upon the testimony 
of its expert, Meyer Goldsmith, as to his 
interpretations of the accounts in the ‘‘red 
book’’ and other books of the People's 
bank, and upon the jury’s opinion of the 
books, papers, letters, telegrams and checks 
offered in eidence.

Colonel N. J. Hammond died suddenly 
at his home on Peachtree street this morn- 
ing at 3 o’clock.

the patient was resting easily, and the first 


notice of the dangerous condition of Colo- 


nel Hammond came by telephone shortly 


before 3 o’clock to the effect that he was 


dying.

ROBERTS DENIES BEING AT STORE 


Admits He Was with Bankston on the 
Night of the Murder—Pendley 
Says R-berts Is the Men 
Who Was Robbing the 
Safe. 


The Ponder murder case took a new and 
startling turn yesterday morning, and be- 
fcre the day was over Jim Roberts, a young 
white man, was arrested and locked up ina 
cell at the police barracks charged with 
being the third person implicated in the 
murder of the police officer. 

The arrest of Roberts was the outcome of 
a new and full confession that Pendley 
bad maie in the morning to a city detec- 
tive in the presence of witnesses. In that 
confession Pendley admitted he and George 
Bankston shot and killed Officer Ponder, 
and that the third man was Jim Roberts, 
who was at the iron safe securing the pa- 
pers, for which the burglary was commit- 
ted, when the officer entered the rear door 
of the wholesals liquor house. of Louis 
Steinau on Wall street. 

In his first confession Pemndley said there 
was a third man in the crime and since 
that 
case have been quietly securing evidence to 
fasten the guilt upon the third man who 
was believed to be responsible for the mur- 


time the detectives working on the 


der of the policeman. 

For several weeks they knew Jim Roberts 
was the third man to whom Pendley re- 
ferred, but they lacked sufficient evidence 
with which to convict Roberts. Now they 
believe they have secured that evidence, 
and with it they faced Pendley and heard 
from his own lips the full story of the 
crime with Roberts’s name in it. 

Was Near Scene of Murder. 

Immediately after the murder of Officer 
Thomas J. Ponder, in the wholesale liquor 
house of Louis Steinau, on the evening of 
November &th, 1897, Roberts was seen talk- 
ing to George Bankston at the corner of 
Ivy and Decatur streets, only a few yards 
from the scene of the crime. This Hoberts 
admits, knowing, perhaps, that there were 
witnesses who would place him there at 
that time. ; 

After his trial and conviction a few days 
ago Pendley began to change his manner 
and asked the jail officials repeatedly what 
he ought to do, and he was advised to ‘‘tell 
the whole truth.” His reply to this was al- 
ways: “I'll see about it, for I want to do the 
tight thing now.”’ | 

Night before last Pendley was seen in his 
cell by a reporter of The Constitution about 
ll o'clock and the prisoner was asked if 
he now denied or cenfirmed ‘his first con- 
fession in which he admitted ‘that he and 
George Bankston killed Ponder. He was 
sitting upon his iron bed and he replied in 
@ hesitating way:

Yesterday morning Detectives Harris and 
Wootten began to get their closing links 
on Roberts, and they went to see Pendley 
before they finally decided to Rob- 
erts behind the bars.

Makes a Clean Breat of It. 

“What I first told about the Killing of the 
policeman,”” said PendNy, ‘‘was the truth, 
and I have decided not to tel] any 
lies about it. All of my fi*st statement is 
true and there were three of ns in Steinau’s 
‘store when Ponder was killew. The three 
men ‘were myself, Bankston and Jim Rob- 
erts. I didn’t Know much about Roberts, 
but he seemed to be a friend of Bankston. 
I was told that there was money for us if 
we secured certain papers in Steinau’'s safe 
and when we got into the store and had 
the ‘back door open, so as to get out quick 
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more ; 


. With black hair and dark eyes. 


e we were caught, Roberts went to the 
safe to get the papers. Bankston and my- 
self stood on guard, you might call it. 
Roberts was at the safe fooling with the 
papers when the policeman came in upon 
us. Me and Bankston did the shooting, Rob- 
erts being at’ the time in the small office, 
where the safe was.-I don’t know exactly 
when Roberts left, but he must have come 
out shortly after we did. All the rest of the 
story is exactly as I have told it in my 
first statement.” 

Believed There Were Three in It. 

From the very night of the crime, Captain 
Slaughter suspected that there were three 
the murder, 
worked on that theory. 

There was certain evidence in the posses- 
sion of the captain and his detectives which 
lead to that theory and when Pendley first 
confessed and said there were three men, 
the officers went to work to find the third 
party. It was given out that the third man 
was a negro, and was at the door for the 
purpose of receiving the stolen goods, but 
this was done merely to throw the guilty 
person off his guard while the case was 
being worked. 

They Had Witnesses with Them. 

Detectives Harris and Wootten were wise 
enough yesterday morning to take  wit- 
nesses with them when Pendley made his 
final confession. The prisoner had made so 
many different statements and had contra- 
dicted himself so often, denying things he 
had told the officers, that they were deter- 
mined this time to have sufficient evidence 
in the shape of reliable witnesses to prove 
exactly what he did say. 

The officers say that Pendley made his 
cenfession yesterday freely and without any 
prompting on their part. He seemed to 
be tired of the affair and to find relief In 
Settling the matter once and all. Having 
escaped the death sentence and feeling, per- 
haps, that there was no hope for him to 
escape a life sentence, the prisoner probably 
concluded to own up and let matters take 
what course they would. This is the way 
Pendley’s talk impressed the officers. 

Something About Jim Roberts. 

Jim Roberts, the man under arrest as 
the third person in the murder of the police 
officer, is a young man about twenty-five 
years of age, and has been a suspicious 
character with the police for some time. 
He has served a sentence in the chaingang 
for an assault on another man and has 
been a frequent visitor to the police court. 
He ts said to have been the paramour of 
a notorious woman, who lives on Decatur 
street, by the name of Erminie Newton, 
and he claims he was at this woman’s 
house on the evening of the murder, and 
that the had left there about ten minutes be- 
fore he heard of the killing. 

He states that he walked down Decatur 
street shortly after the murder and did not 
hear a word about it until he was talking 
to George Bankston ang a man named 
Wells came up and spoke of the crime. 
This, he says, occurred near the corner of 
Ivy and Decatur streefs. He hesitated 
when asked if he could prove an alibi at 
the time of the murder. He admits know- 
ing Bankston well. but Says he has never 
seen Pendley in his life. 

Audience with Detective Captain. 

Roberts when arrested was found on De- 
catur street and he was at once taken to 
the police barracks, where he was given 
an audience behind closed doors with Cap- 
tain Slaughter. The captain plainly told 
the prisoner of what he was charged and 
told him he could make any statement he 
Saw fit. Roberts vehemently denied any 
complicity in the killing of Officer Ponder, 
and said he was surprised that. anybody 
should charge him with such a thing. 

The prisoner was placed in a cell in the 
city prison and arders given out not to let 
anybody see or talk to him without per- 
mission from Captain Slaughter. 

He Is Seen by a Reporter. 

Last night the case thad been so far work- 

ed that Captain Slaughter permitted a re- 

porter of The Constitution to see Roberts.

“Oh, I guess you know that they say I 
had something to do with the killing of 
Policeman Ponder. but I am sure innocent.” 

Prisoner Makes a Statement. 

Roberts then went on to make a state- 
ment, in which he sald: 

“On the evening of the killing of the 
policeman I left the house of the Newton 
woman on Decatur street and walked up 
Decatur street toward the center of the 
city. I stopped at a place to get a phono- 
graph to go serenading with a friend. When 
I reached Clarke’s saloon on Decatur street, 
near Ivy, I saw Bankston and I crossed the 
street to talk with Aim. Just as I reached 
Bankston a man named Wells, who works 
in a coal yard, came up and told me about 
the killing of Ponder. That was the first 
that I had heard of the crime. Bankston 
spoke up and said that a policeman had

been killed, I asked Bankston to go with 
me to the store where the murder oc- 
curred and he at first said no, he didn't 
care to go, but afterwards he and I went 
towards the place and saw such a crowd 
that we decided not to go any further than 
the saloon next door. I then left and went 
serenading.”

The woman Erminie Newton was seen at

Pratt streets last night. She did not know 
that Roberts had been arrested. She was 
asked where Roberts was on the night of 
the killing of Policeman Ponder and she 
said she did not know, but he was not with 
her that evening at all, nor did she see 
him that night. 

The city detectives, to whom is due the 
credit of working the case to its present 
status, and whose efforts have already con- 
victed one of Ponder’s murderers, say they 
have other evidence against Roberts, which 
they cannot at this time divulge, and that 
they expect to convict both Bankston and

Counterfelters of Monroe Head $100 Bills 
Taken in Philadelphia. 


PROMINENT MAN ARRESTED 


Arrests of Yesterday Followed by That 
of Jacobs and Kendig. 


WORKSHOP OF THE GANG IS RAIDED 


New $100 and $50 Plates Are Found 
Ready To Be Put in Use by the 
Counterfeiters. . 


Washington, April 19.--Prabahbly the most 
important capture ir the history of the 
Fecret service Wag made yesterday in Phil- 
adelphia by Chief John E. Wilkie and his 
agents when they arrasted Arthur Taylor 
and Baldwin S. Bredell, the makers of the 
famous counterfeit “Monroe Heud’’ $100 
Silver certificate, | 

The arrests were followed today by the 
capture in Lancaster, Pa., of William M 
Jacobs and Williain L. Kendig, twe prom- 
inent cigar Manufacturers and James 
Barns, who was in Jacobs employ. 

Trere were also captured the original 
plate from whith the silver certificates 
were printed, a new $100 counterfeit plate, 
and a new $5) plate, and also three sets 
of plates for the printing of counterfeit 
revenue stamps, rolls, other paraphernalia 
and about five tons of paper and a iarge 
amount of counterfeit stamps. 

The ‘“‘Munroe Head” plate and also the 
stamp plates and the other material were 
found in Lancaster where the printing was 
done. The slates for the new hundred 
dollar note and the $50 dollar note were 
found in Philadelphia. 

The officials have taken possession of 
the factories of the cigar makers and have 
also attached tharir bank account. 

Taylor and Bredell, it is said, were cap- 
tured while actually at work on the new 
plates. They were young men who were 
employed in Philadelphia by different 
firms, but some time ago started in busi- 
ness for thenselves. They are said to 
be expert engravers and never before have. 
been under suspicion.

Sensational Arrest Is Made. 

A sensational arrest was made in this 
e{ty tonight In conrtection with the capture 
of the gang. 

Harvey K. Newitt. who was assistant 
United States district attorney in this city 
during the administration of President Har- 
rison, was taken inte custody by secret ser- 
vice men on a’ warrant sworn ouf by Chief 
Wilkie, charging him. with bribing Detec- 
tive McManus, of the .Philadelphia office. 
He was given a private hearing hefore 
Commissioner Edmunds and held in $18.0 
bail, which was furnished by a wealthy 
friend. Tt was the hearing on 
March 6th Newitt weave MeManue $50 as a 
bribe and on March th $500 more. This 
money was turned over to Mr. Wilkte as 
soon as {ft was received. 

According to the story told by one of the 
officers, Kendig, of WLancaster, suspected 
early this year that he and his confederates 
were being watched by secret service men 
in Lancaster. He came to this city and 
engaged Newitt as a go-between to bribe 
Officers Burns and McManus, who were 
working on the case. Rurns was not ap- 
proached, but Newitt saw .MeManus and 
the latter agreed to accent the bribe. All 
of the meetings between Newitt and McMa- 
nus were witnessed by members of Wr. 
Wilkie’s force and the evidence against 
him is said to be very strone. 

Newitt is well connected and has prac- 
ticed law here since retiring from the Tn'‘teda 
States district attorney’s office. He has also 
been prominent jn politics. It is stated here 
that counterfelt stamps were captured by 
the detectives in Lancaster to cover 44,000.- 
000 cigars. As near as can be learned about 
$140,000 worth of bogus stamps have been 
used on cigars thus far sent out from Lan- 
caster. Much of the money realized has 
been spent on experiments in manufactur- 
ing “‘scattered fiber paper,’’ such as is used 
by the government.

It is thought that Holt is secreted in the 
neighborhood of Cusseta and that the ne- 
groes are aiding him in every way. A 
vigorous search will be made this morning, 
and it is probable that the relative of Holt 
will also be arrested.

The woods and country about Milan and 
Woodbury have been thoroughly beaten by 
these posses until it hardly seems possl- 
ble that any one could remain in hiding 
without being discovered. The search from 
the véry first has been systematic and the 
pursurers have sworn that they will not 
give up the chase until Holt has been run 
to earth and made to suffer for his crimes. 

The little town of Woodbury is practical- 
ly deserted. Every man and boy able to 
carry a gun and help in the chase has left 
home determined to assist in the capture. 
Business has suspended and many of the 
stores have their shutters up awaiting the 
rteurn of thelr owners. r 

Crowds are leaving Griffin and through- 
out that section of the state the interest 
and feeling is at fever heat. For every 
man returning tired and worn out by the 
vain pursuit there are two ready to take 
his place. | 

Fresh bloodhounds are being put upon 
possible trails and the interest instead of 
dying out is fncreasing with every hour cf 
fruitless search. The people of the coun- 
ties about Pike are convinced that the 
fleeing murderer js still in the vicinity of 
Woodbury and are bending every effort to 
locate him. , 

The entire country is up in arms and hun- 
dreds of men on foot and in buggies are 
tracking the fugitive over hills and through 
the swamp lands.

As goon as the information was received 
hundreds flocked to the place and at last 
accounts the swamp was completely sur- 
rounded. No news was received from there 
at a late hour and it is possible that if 
Holt was the one seen going into the 
swamp that itt will only be a. matter of 
hours when he will be secured. , 

The men were camped about the swamp 
waiting for daybreak when they would be- 
gin the work of beating the woods for the 
negro. If caught his fate is assured and it 
is probable that he will never be carried to 
Palmetto alive.

| JUDGE SPEER’S ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Discussion of Typhoid Treatment 
Among the Most Important 
Proceedings. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., April 19.—The fiftieth annual ses- 
sion of the Medical Association of Georgia 
convened this morning at 10 o’clock at the 
Academy of Music with the largest attend- 
ance of members in the history of the so- 
ciety. Besides the doctors there were pres- 
ent many spectators on the opening exer- 
cises. The stage had been beautifully deco- 
rated with flowers, palms and a variety of 
hothouse plants in honor of the occasion. 

As the center piece of the background of 
the stage was conspicuously placed a large 
portrait of Dr. Crawford Long, the dis- 
tinguished Georgian, and the celebrated dis- 
coverer of anaesthesia. This portrait is the 
property of the state and has for years oc- 
cupied a position on the walls of the capitol 
in Atlanta. It was kindly loaned to the as- 
sociation by Governor Candler for this con- 
vention. 

The Georgia association was formed in 
Macon in 1849, fifty years ago, in Ayres’s 
hall, on Mulberry street, within one hundred 
yards of the building in which the associa- 
tion is now holding its semi-centennial con- 
vention. From about sixty to seventy-five 
members at the first meeting the associa- 
tion has grown to over 00 members now 
enrolled.

Two @ the most persuasive 
and powertul orators i ever heard were 
Georgia doctors, Dr. Wiliam H. Feiton and 
Dr. H. V. M. Miller, ami gefore this con- 
vention disperses we can al] testify how 
weil tne doctors wield the ‘power above 
power of heavenly eloquence’ which doth 
master, sway and move the eminence of 
men's aftections. 

“in jurisprudenge even they have some- 
times surpassed tne disciples of Blackstone, 
who have devoted ‘iucubrationes viginti 
annorum’ to the service of that jealous mis- 
tress. Indeed that polished and famous 
commentator himselt deciared the medica] 
protession to be ‘pre-eminent for general 
and extensive knowledge.’ How innumer- 
abie are the illustrations of this truth!

RANKIN HAD ALL 


HIS PLANS LAID; 


To Liberate Himself and Other Prisoners 
in Bartow - Jail. 


BUT HIS SECRET LEAKED OUT 


One of the Prisoners Under Light Sen- 
tence Wrote to Relatives. 


‘GIVING THE PLANS MABE FOR ESCAPE 


They Wrote Him To Remain in Jail. 
Then They Wrote to Officers, Who 
Made a Search of Jail. 


Cartersvilla, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)— 


An ugly plot originated by Simon Rankin, 


a prisoner in.the jail, to liberate himself 
and five other prisoners and then fire the 
jail, was discovered and thwarted by the 
officers on yesterday evening. Rankin is 
a blacksmith, and is confined through fail- 
ure to make bond, having been bound over 
to superior cdurt on a charge of incest, his 
arrest being effected at the instance of his 
wife and daughter.

That officer came to town. notified 
Sheriff Maxwell and Deputy Burrough, and 
a search was made of the jail and the 
monkey wrench and file were found and 
also the key, which was hid in a crack in 
the wall. The break was to have been 
made last night. Among the prisoners is 
Bud Hackett, condemned to death on the 
gallows May 10th, and Charles Mann, alias 
Hugleton, alias Alson, the genteel swin- 
dler, who ‘‘did’’ the bank and sundry busi- 
ness men of the town a month or so ago.

body of Arthur Gann, the colored boy who 
was drowned in the Chattahoochee river, 
near Long Cane, about two weeks azo with 
Dudley Potts.

PRISONERS TREATED WELL. 


DEWEY WILL MAKE EFFORT TO 
RESCUE AMERICANS. 


Dispatch of Admiral Is Interpreted at 
Last at Request of the War 
* Department. 


Washington, April 19.—The navy depart- 
ment having requested a correction of the 
portions of Admiral Dewey's dispaich of 
yesterday which were not decipherable was 
today able to furnish the full text of the 
dispatch, which is as follows: 

Manila, April 18.—Secretary of the 
Navy, Washington: The Yorktown 
visited Baler, Luzon, east coast of bu- 
zon, P. 1., April 12th, for the purpose of 
rescuing and bringing away Spanish 
forces, consisting of eighty soudiers, 
three officers and two priests, which 
were surrounded by 400 insurgents. Some 
of the insurgents, armed with Mauser 
rifles, as reported by natives. Lieuten- 
ant J. C. Gilmore, after making an ex- 
amination of the mouth of the river in 
an armed boat was ambushed, fired 
upon and captured. Fate unknown, as 
insurgents refused to communicate 
afterwards. 

The officials of the navy department are 
confident that such of the men of the 
Yorktown as escaped being killed outright 
in the first ambuscade will be well treated 
by the insurgents. 

Some time ago the war department made 
inquiry as to the number of American pris- 
oners held by the Filipinos. In reply Gen- 
eral Otis referred to two such soldiers and 
said that they were being fairly treated by 
the insurgents, he supplying funds to de- 
fray the cost of their food. 

The reports made to the navy department 
by Paymaster Wilcox, one of Dewey's offi- 
cers who made a trip across the island of 
Lauzon from Manila to the north coast, de- 
scribed the condition of the Spanish offi- 
tials who were the prisoners of the insur- 
gents as very comfortable. In many cases, 
he said, the officials were only nominally 
in confinement, being allowed the jiberty of 
the towns. The officials are hopeful that 
Gilmore and his men who survived the

Out the State

Prominent Negroes Ask Recognition In 
the Movement 


‘FAIA OFFICIALS WILL GRANT REQUEST 


F. H. Crumley Named To Have Gen- 
eral Charge of the Negro Exhibit. 
Commissioners Are Also 
Named—Petition of the 
Negroes. 


The negroes of Georgia are taking a lively 
enterest in the state fair to be held in At- 
lanta next fall. There will be a special 
department set aside in which the indus- 
trial resourceS of the negroes will be illus- 
trated, and it is probable that this depart- 
ment will be one of the most interesting 
features of the fair. 

In a communication recently addressed 
to the managers of the fair several promi- 
nent negroes ask that commissioners from 
the state at large be appointed to work up 
interest in the negro department; that a 
secretary,with headquarters in Atlanta, be 
named to look .after ‘the interests of the 
race at the fair; that a special day be set 
aside for negro day, and that diplomas be 
given in order to stimulate individual ef- 
forts for first-class exhibits. 

The officials of the state fair have careful- 
ly considered the petition and have decided 
to grant every request made. This will be 
g0od news to the negroes, and it is safe to 
say that they will manifest much enthust- 
asm in preparing for their department. 

Following is the communication addressed 
to the fair managers: 

Managers of the State Fair, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Gentlemen: We, the undersigned, 
have been appointed by a number of 
representative colored citizens to confer 
with you in regard to the negro’s-’par- 
ticipation in the forthcoming fair. We 
thank you for your consideration and 
appreciate the opportunity to contrib- 
ute to the advancement of our com- 
monwealth. Georgia is our home and 
nothing that concerns her welfare can 
be without interest to us. We desire, 
therefore, to join with you in making 
this fair the best possible exposition of 
our resources. 

We appreciate the generous provisions 
so far made for the negro department 
and believe that the incentives offered 
will do much to encourage the bring- 
ing together of an exhibit worthy of the 
capabilities of the race. In order, how- 
ever, that the work may be thoroughly 
and systematically done, and that every 
avenue of industry may be duly stimu- 
lated to compete in this exhibit, we 
would respectfully, arter mature de- 
liberation, submit the rollowing sugges- 
tions: 

1. That negro commessioners be ap- 
pointed from the state at large and 
from each congressional district in the 
state. We would suggest the following 
from the state at large:

It shall be the duty of these commis- 
sioners to stimulate the interest of the 
colored people in their respective lo- 
calities in the fair, and to collect the 
articles from farms, shops, schools and 
homes for the exhibit, under the direc- 
thon of our general secretary. 

2. That a general secretary’ be ap- 
pointed who under the general] direc- 
tion of the head of the negro depart- 
ment shall have general charge of the 
work pertaining tothe negro exhibit. We 
suggest that he be located in this city 

. With a reasonable compensation for his 
services. We have agreed on Colonel 
F. H, Crumiey as a fit man for that po- 
sition. 

3. That a day be set apart as negro 
day, on which efforts will be made to 
reach the negroes of the entire state, 
and that a negro orator or orators of the 
State be selected to deliver addresses 
of living interest to the race. 

4. In order to stimulate individual ef- 
forts that diplomas be given products 
of special merit, regardless of whether 
or not the collective exhibit of which 
they are a part receives a premium, 
also that this apply to women’s work, 
such as needle work, the preserving of 
fruits and the like, that they may be 
Stimulated and encouraged to partici- 
pate in the exhibit. 

We respectfully submit the above sug- 
gestions, believing that their adoption 
will be for the welfare of the exhibit. 
We are willing, however, to counsel] with 
you in regard to the wisdom of any of 
them. Our people are becoming in- 
terested and we \believe that they only 
wait for the designation of one of their 
number at the head of our exhibit and 
a definite plan to work on to enter into 
the enterprise in dead earnest. 

A mass meeting is to be held Thursday 
night, April 20th, to consider your reply 
to us, when we hope to be able to re- 
port definitely your conclusion.

ORPHAN CHILDREN 


Rev. James M. O’Brien, of Washington, Ga., Is in the 
City---His Good Work During Last Year. 


The presence in this city of Rev. James 
M. O’Brien suggests one of the most re- 
markable charity enterprises conducted in 


‘the state. 


On the 8th day of February of last year 
the St. Joseph’s Orphanage building, in 
Washington, Ga., was burned to the ground 
and sixty orphans were left homeless. It 
was in this emergency that the veteran 
manager of the asylum, Rev. James M. 
O’Brien, showed the grit which was in the 
man. He at once took the field and went 
from point to point looking for the neces- 
sary assistance with which to build, and 
thus furnish a home for the waifs who 
had been thrown upon his care. The result 
of his work was that within six months 
a magnificéht new building, splendidly 
equipped, was completed, and within a 
year the entire bill connected therewith 
was collected and paid. Now Father 
O’Brien is making his regular annual visi- 


tation to those who are interested in his | 


great charity. 

St. Joseph’s Orphan asylum has been es- 
tablisheqd many years, existing first in Au- 
gusta and then in Savannah, but it was 
not until 1876, when it was established in 
Washington, Ga., and placed under the 
management of Father O’Brien, that it 
took upon itself its present strong charac- 
ter. On an average about seventy orphan 
children are taken care of in this institu- 


. —— 
— ———— i . 
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tion, who would otherwise be cast upon 


the streets of the various cities as waifs, 
without homes, and worst of all, without 
control. From the walls of this institution 
have gone forth to the world many sterl- 
ing young men who have been saved to 
usefulness and to society. The only regret 
is that there are not more such institutions 
in the state of Georgia, where there is so 
wide a field for the exercise of Christian 
endeavor. 

Father O’Brien, a Catholic clergyman, 
devoting his life to the care of orphans 
in St. Joseph’s orphanage, has a worthy 
co-laborer in the same cause in Rev. Mr. 
Muraford, a zealous Methodist clergyman 
of Macon, who is now building up a splen- 
did orphan asylum near that city. An- 
other work of this same benevolent charac- 
ter is the Methodist Orphans’ home near 
Detatur, in which Rev. Howard Crumley 
and R. A. Hemphill are so conspicuous. 
The faithful Christian character of such 
gentlemen as these, differing though they 
do in doctrinal points, yet recognizing the 
cry of youth for salvation, is one of the 
brightest signs of the times. Lovers of 
men, their presence is always welcome 
wherever they go. 

It may be of interest, in speaking of St. 
Joseph's. male orphanage, a picture of 
which herewith appears, to state that it 
cost $10,392.81, and that of this sum generous 
citizens of Atlanta contributed $2,257.47.

tongued ‘‘Aunt’’ Clara and attenuated Ge- , 


nie Ganson swore in diversified ways and 
along devious byways about that half-pint 
of corn whisky almost gave the recorder a 
yank in his brain. 

Genie and ‘“‘Aunt’’ Clara finally engaged 
in a row in the courtroom, both of them 
calling on ‘“‘de good Lord to send my soul 
ter torment ef I ain't telling de Gawd’s 
truf.”’ 

David Hart assumed a dignified silence, 
and called upon a whole outlay of witnesses 
to prove that he only ‘kept a little corn 
liquor for private use on Sundays.’’ 

Judge Nash decided that he would let a 
jury wrestle with the half-pint of corn 
liquor, and he bound Hart and “Aunt” 
Clara over to the city court for selling whis- 
ky on the Sabbath day. 

“As for you,” said Judge Nash to Gente 
Ganson, “I'll fine you $10.75 for toting corn 
whisky around and passing it through fence 
holes on Sunday.”

But there is still a crying necessity 
for financial relief and reform. 


Oh No, Mr. Times! 

The New York Times now, as in 
1891-2, is very solicitioug for the fate of 
the democracy, and seems inclined to 
give the democrats of the south a little 
advice. 

“The solid south is the Gibraltar of 


J the democracy,” says The Times, and it 
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The Situation: as It Is. 

The Sprinefield Republican, noting the 
atatement in one of the trade agencies, 
that commodity. prices have risen 40 
per cent since 1896, saysthe silver men 
should be satisfied, for, it says, this is 
the very end for which they were 
striving. One of the ends certainly, 
but not ‘‘the very end.” 

For instance, take the latest averages. 
During the _past month, according to 
Bradstreet’s, the increase in prices, of 
105 articles amounted to 8 per cent. For- 
ty-five commodities showed no change; 
twenty-four commodities, products of the 
farm, actually decreased in price; and of 
the thirty-six commodities which did 
increase in price, “something more than 
one-half are controlled by combinations 
in restraint of trade.” So that we have 
sixteen commodities out of '105 that have 
actually increased in price, while: prod- 
ucts of the farm have decreased. 

If The Republ‘can will permit us to 
say so, this is not the sort of a condi- 
tion which the democratic party was 
desirous to bring about when it declared 
in favor of bimetallism. It was its pur- 
pose to increase prices and weges by 
an-increase in the available suppiv of 
money, and not by the aid of ‘‘conrbina- 
tions in restraint of trade.”’ 

Undoubtedly, it would be ‘‘a curious 
turn in affairs,” as our contemporary 
gays, if “the very ends for which the 
silver party (meaning the democratic 
party) in 1896 were striving, have large- 
ly come about in the face of that party’s 
defeat.”’ But affairs have not taken 
this “curious turn.” Instead of a rise 
of prices and wages as a result of an 
increase in the available supply of 
money, We sé€e prices going up mainly 
as the result of conditions made pos- 
sible by the vast aggregation of trusts 
which has been formed nominally for 
purposes of economy (an admission that 
small firms cannot command capital) 
but really to control trade and prices 
when public opinion has been subdued 
to the point of accepting these combina- 
tions ag the result of natural conditions. 

Thus We sée, according to the reports 
of the trade agencies, the price of farm 
products falling away from the advance 
recently made, and prices of other com- 
modities ranging higher as the result of 
manipulation by trsut influences. Is 
not The Republican doing unnecessary 
injustice to a party it despises by an- 
nouncing that these conditions are what 
that party was striving to bring about? 

Taking a broad view of the whole sit- 
uation, we find that prices have in- 
creased so far as farm products are con- 
cerned. But we do not find that there 
has been the slightest material increase 
in those regions where famine has giv- 
en rise to the political demand for more 
money. You cannot cure a gore on a 


horse in Georgia by putting a poultice { 


on a horse in New York. Such tonic as 
has been handed around has been giv- 
en to those who are already in a healthy 
condition. 

So as far as the agricultural regions 
are concerned, they seem to be hit on 
both sides by the developments for 
which the trade agencies avouch—their 


‘vilities which are 


straightway proceeds to reason why the 
Gibraltar should be surrendered to oc- 
casional democrats outside, who vote 
against it for the same consideration. 
The Times regrets the evidences of at- 
tachment for Mr. Bryan, and the vitality 
of the money question: The democrats 
were hoodooed into a doubtful success in 
1892, as a result of which general dis- 
aster overcome the party.

William ‘Tomson, of Newark, who 
eloped with the eighteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of Amos Johnson, sued the latter for 
alienation of the affections of his wife. 
The father, subsequent to the discovery 
of the marriage, learned that Tomson 
Was not the proper person with whom 
to entrust the future happiness of his 
daughter, and with the full acquiescence 
of the latter, took her for a long tour, 
at the conclusion of which, suit was

brought for divorce on statutory grounds. 


The husband replied by instituting a 
suit for damages to the extent of $25,000. 

After a very little testimony had been 
introduced, the judge non-suited the case 
for the reason that the father had a 
right to protect his daughter even after 
marriage. It was proven that the girl 
had left her husband of her own free 
will on account of the deception which 
he had practiced in concealing hig true 
character. 


This decision cannot but accord with | 


all principles of justice and strike a re- 
sponsive chord..in the breast of every 
father who recognizes that some day 
his child may be placed in a similar 
condition. A heathenish construction 
of the law has hitherto permitted a man 
to beat and abuse his wife within an 
ace of annihilation, before her relatives 
could intervene. That this custom is 
cruel and illogical is asserted and main- 
tained bv the conscience of every true 
man. That a precedent exists which 
will encourage its abolition is a cause 
for gratification and hope of immediate 
improvement.

Editor Constitution—The moral enterprise 
and generosity of your paper are again 
manifest in your offer, in the editorial of 
this date, of a large additional reward for 
the capture of the inhuman criminal who 
is still at large. ‘The heart of no man has 
been more stirred with horror and indigna- 
tion than has mine. My praver has been 
that the monster might be captured, and 
in harmony with the proclamation of the 
governor and with the offer of your edi- 
torial, might be delivered to the constituted 
authoritfes, that vengeance full and awful! 
might be meted out to him through swift 
process of the law. 

Thus have T freely spoken, and, had I 
been assured that I could render any as- 
sistance to the authorities in bringing this 
crimina} into the clutches of the law, no 
one would have been more ‘swift to respond. 
And I can speak the same for the profes<ors 
of this school of the phophets. 

In brief reply to the indirect reference to 
me in your recent editorial, IT can only 
say that my work and constant utterance 
for all these years has made my attitude 
On every such question Just as clear as that 
of any other minister in this commonwealth. 
Besides, with an entire community in dill- 
gent pursuit, it was hourly expected by all 
that -his capture .was only a question of a 
few hours. The ministers who have gone 
forth from this seminary into a hundred 
communities, by their life and word are 
standing arguments for morality, law and 
order, righteousness and justice. One of 
them, now pastor of Loyd Street church. 
this city, on last Sunday spoke in strong 
and uncompromising terms concerning this 
matter. 

It is claimed that his race {«< shielding 
this criminal from If so proved, 
it would involve in his crime all who pro- 
tect or harbor or shield the criminal. Anv 
man who shields a eriminal makes himself 
a partaker in the crime. It behooves mem- 
bers of his race to render ever assistance 
possible in securing the capture of this 
brutal criminal. Such a criminal at large 
is a menace to every man and woman of 
both races. 

In the name of justice, in the name of 
law and order. in the name of the security 
and safety of the homes of both whites 
and blacks, in the name of humanity itself, 
which has been outraged by this inhuman 
deed, as a friend and helper of all good 
men, I prav that no. man will shield this 
brutal murderer, but that evervone will 
constitute himself a detective to deliver the 
criminal to the proper authorities. 

But candidly I have seen no real proof 
that members of his race are shielding 
him. Let us be just. The fact that this 
criminal has eluded his pursuers is not 
proof positive that he is shielded by his 
race. It is possible for criminals to escape. 
They have disappeared even in thickly 
populated districts, even as if the earth had 
swallowed them. For instance, take the 
escape and disappearance of Will Myers 
from the Fulton county jail. There was 
never proof that he was shielded by his 
people and every effort was made in vain 
to capture him, 

Besides, I.am glad te note that in your 
Monday's issue your dispatches give ac- 
count of two negroes, cagp at Milner and one 
at Greenville, who were giving aid to the 
pursuers, Another negro was accidentally 
shot in the earnestness of this purpose to 
capture the criminal. Can we doubt that 
others are also giving what help they can? 

These strong words, written by the Rev. 
Dr. Hoss, in an editorial in The Nashville 
Christian Advocate of April 6th, in a long 
editorial on ‘‘The Negro Problem—an Im- 
partia] view,’’ should be kept in mind by all 
friends of law and order. There are some 
who, in the heat of passion; aroused by 
such a crime, are inclined to be unjust to 
the masses of the negro race, who, ag a 
race, are among the most faithful and 
law-abiding of all people. Says Dr. Hoss: 

“The negroes, on the whole, have 
done astonish:ngly well, Their rec- 
ord since the war has been almost as 
honorable as the one that they made while 
the conflict was raging. To hold the entire 
race responsible for the outrages committed 
by a few thousands, or a few score thous- 
ands, of its members, is not just nor right. 
well bred gentlemen, especially if they are 
sincere Christians, will not be guilty of per- 
petrating so great a wrong. The masses 


of the negroes are patient, tractable, harm- 
less toilers. 

“The white people of this section ought to 
set their faces like a flint against the mob. 
No matter how great the provocation. they 
must not forget that respect for the or- 


justice. 


derly process of the law is the essential: 


condition of socia) and political prosperity. 
No good ‘of any sort can come from the 
trampelin Own of courts and juries, and 
the inflicti of death without due form of 
trial. If the mob is allowed to deal with 
one class of citizens in this barbarous fash- 
ion, it will speedily take the liberty of deal- 
ing so with everybody, leaving for -the 
moment all higher considerations that the 
very instinct of self-preservation should 
lead us to suppress every illega} and vio- 
lent attempt to take away human life or 
interfere with human liberties.” 

Again, to show the conservative and 4u- 
dicial temper and the peaceful spirit of the 
educated negro and of those who are train- 
ing the leaderé and preachers of the race, 
permit me to add the following conclusion 
from a long and brilliant address given he- 
fore the faculty and students of Gammon 
Theological seminary this afternoon by Dr. 
W. A. B. DuBois, of Atlanta university, 
after-I had written the above. Says this 
leading historical and socialogical scholar 
of the negro race: ; 

“I have finished, and yet I cannot leave 
this. tale without pointing a moral. Three 
things, I take it, the French revolution 
has to teach the negro people. 

‘1. That social forces work slowly. We 
have traced the history of France and seen 
how the wer, was preparing for the revolu- 
tion from , when Clovis. founded Paris, 
to 1789, when the states general met. Twelve 
hundred and eighty-two years the glow 
forces were working, and who are we that 
are impatient to understand and _ clearly 
interpret the development of thirty years? 

“2. We think,’ and think rightly, that the 
situation of the: American negro today is 
in many’ respetts deplorable. We feel the 
barriers that hem us in; we know our 
own weaknesses—our sad physical, moral 


and intellectual inferiority to the average 
of the nation. And yet when we compare 
ourselves with the 20,000,000 Frenchmen in 
the eighteenth century, we must say that 
in nearly every respect the American ne- 
ro’s position is superior—with petter laws, 
ower taxes, fewer persona] insults and 
more encouragement to rise in the world. 
We are far se agg on the lowest round 
of civilization’s er. 

“3. Finally, we can of all things learn that 
the twentieth century method of rising in 
the world is not the method of revolution, 
of war, of rapine, 6f murder and savagery, 
No man knows how much the reign of 
terror’ cost human culture, but certain it 
is that so vast was the cost that civilization 
still staggers under the burden. Two wrongs

Killed at Greenville, Tenn. 

Editor Constitution—Where was General 
John H. Morgan killed? INQUIRER. 

Atlanta, April 17th. 

On the night of September 4, 1864, General 
John H. Morgan, with some of his staff 
officers, was quartered at a farmhouse, 
near Greenville, Tenn. Through the treach- 
ery of a woman his whereabouts was made 
known to a federal cavalry command near- 
by. Quite a large number stealthily sur- 
rounded the house and captured the officers 
with him. General Morgan escaped into’ a 
garden and when he found that he could 
not get away, he tried to surrender. He 
was fired upon and mortally wounded. Be- 
fore his death, but while in a dying condi- 
tion, his body was thrown across the horse 
of a federal officer and carried into the 
streets of the town somewhat after the 
manner and custom of the Samoan Is- 
landers. Death soon reliéved him and the 
ghoulish glee of his captors subsided. 


Relief for the Poor. 


Editor Constitution—Permit me to present 
a few lines on a matter of some impor- 
lance to the poor veterans of the state, and 
of this county particularly. 

My attention was directed this morning 
by Chairman Palmer, of the county com- 
missioners, to a report of the meeting. of 
Atlanta camp No. 159, Confederate Veter- 
ans, in your paper of this date as to re- 
marks made by me. It stated that “the 
poor indigent veterans were not receiving 
the pension from the county as is author- 
ized by law.” Your representative at the 
meeting was not quite correct in his report 
or failed to apprehend the point to which 
I invited attention. 

In my annual report as the historian of 
our camp I alhuded to the former action of 
our camp with regard to the law which au- 
thorizes and empowers the county authori- 
ties to apply the county poor funds to re- 
lieve the necessities of any ex-confederate 
soldier who may :become chargeable upon 
the poor fund of the county without com- 
pelling said soldier to become an inmate 
of the poorhouse or farm of the county. 

I did not report on such matters as pen- 
sions, but to distinguish such relief from 
the pensions by the state. 

Chairman Palmer appeared to have an 
idea or feeling, from your report, that I 
was trying to find fault with Ris commis- 
sion. I did not so present the.matter, but 
1 did and do say that if there are any 
poor confederate veterans who would be 
proper subjects for relief from the pcor 
funds of the county they could not pe com- 


'pelled to go to the poorhouse or farm to 


obtain relief. 

The law for such relief is in th® act of 
December 18, 1893, in Georgia laws, 1893, on 
page 118 Section one prescribes the we 
of poor funds without compelling the pcor 
soldier to become an inmate of the poor- 
house. Section two prescribes regulations 
for ascertaining whether an applicant is en- 
titled. Section three prescribes that as- 
sistance shall not be by payments in money, 
but in food and clothing. 

We know that eome poor old vetérans 
have been sent to the poorhouse. Why so? 
We know that cthers need help who will 
not go to the poorhouse. Have they been 
assisted as the law requires? 

I presume that it only needs attention 
called to the law to have it complied with 
by the authorities.

Mercury 
in the: shade rarely rises above & degrees 
nor above 95 degrees in the sun. Being gg 
the coast of a bay so large as to be almagt

the east a lake with 100 miles of gp 

whose waters seek the way through the 
large and rapid Pasig, the city of Manila

Extremely HMmited as the application of 
ribbon making still is in Japan, and hence 
comparatively rudimentary, there exist 
none the less three ribbon-weaving estab- 
lishments—one in Tokyo, another in Maye- 
bashi, and the third in Hamamatsu. The 
Industry owes its inception, not to direct 
foreign tutelage, but to imitation of goods 
of foreign make. Not possessing even the 
knowledge of properly handling the ribbon 
machines sent from abroad, it_js not to be 
wondered at that the Japanese ribbons can- 
not yet bear comparison with the imported 
article.

When Whitehall street has been widened 
five feet it will be one of the most beauti- 
ful thoroughfares im the city. It leads

route to the city from the larger western 


tion of the city, 


suburbs. It connects the city with the 


chert road which leads from West End on 
beyond Fort McPherson, and will be one of 
the most popular drives in the city. It is 
the connecting link between the Peachtree 
chert and the West End chert. 

For a number of years the residents on 
Whitehall] street and the west side have 
made efforts to obtain an appropriation 
from council sufficient to widen the street. 
It has long been recognized that the street 
is at present too narrow, and that the en- 
tire west side would be benefited and im- 
proved by the widening of its principal 
thoroughfare. 

The county commissioners and city coun- 
cilmen have taken an active interest in the 
matter, and Alderman Mitchell and Coun- 
cilmen Maddox, Dozier and Pope have 
been leaders in the effort to widen the 
street. 

The property owners were almost unani- 
mously in favor of the improvement, and 
only a few declined to give the necessary 
five feet. 

When completed Whitehall street will 
be paved with either brick or asphalt. The

He Writes a Card Telling of the 
Building and Why He 
Erected It, 

Dr. Hunter Cooper, who has been criti- 
cised for—erecting a boarding house on 
Peachtree street, on account of which the 
fire limits of the city were extended has 
written a card to The Constitution in which 
he gives his position in the matter and 
tells why he is erecting the’ house and

In view of the comment which the build- 


| ing has caused, Dr. Cooper’s card is par- 


ticularly interesting at this time, It fol- 


lows: 

Editor Constitution—Kindly allow me to 
make a brief explanation in reference to the 
boarding house I am building on Peachtree. 
About six years ago I bought the vacant 
lot on which it stands, and during those 
years have paid the taxes and lost the in- 
terest on the money invested. During the 
last two years I have tried in vain to sell it; 
being unsuccessful, however, 1] decided to 
improve it, and as a boarding house seemed 
to offer the best return on the investment, 
I had Mr. Norrman draw plans for a thirty- 
room house. Previous to signing a contract 
for the building, I offered the lot to Mr. 
Hugh Inman and Mr. W. B. Berry, of 
Newnan, both of whom are property owners 
in the block, explaining to them that I made 
the offer solely in order to give them an 
opportunity to prevent the erection of a 
boarding house in the block, if they ¢on-

In replying to the second, I can 
Say with truth it will be a far safer House 
than nine-tenths of the houses of the same 
character in Atlanta, as it will be heated 
throughout by steam and not by open fires. 
I regret exceedingly that any of my actions 
should give displeasure to my friends or 
any of the residents of Peachtree, but it 
seems to me reasonable that I should have 
the same opportunity to realize on my prop- 
erty as is given to the owners of the other 
boarding: houses on this street, and I am 
quite certain my house will be as ornamen- 
tal to Peachtree street as any of the kind.

FAVORABLE FOR CENTRAL PROPERTY 


Developments of Yesterday Added 


Strength To Believe Mr. Griggs 
Will Select This Property. 
Breakfasted with Judge 
Newman. 


Attorney General John W. Griggs and his 
party, who have been in the city looking 
over sites for the new federal prison to 
be located here, departed for Washington 
at noon yesterday over the Southern rail- 


way. The party will arrive in the capital 


city this morning. 

The attorney general announced no defi- 
nite decision relative to sites before leav- 
ing. As stated in yesterday’s Constitution, 
it will probahly be a week and perhaps ten 
days before the location will b&announced. 
Mr. Griggs will have to confer with his 
architect and there are several things to be 
done before the authorities here will know 
just where the prison is to be located. 

There is hardly and doubt, however, that 
the prison will be erected on the property 
tendered the city free of charge by the 
Central railroad. It is situated on this line 
just south of the barracks and is one of 
the most desirable tracts for this purpose 
around Atlanta. The Washington officials 
were very much impressed with this site 
and the general belief seems to -be that it 
will be selected. 

On account of th inclement weather 
Tuesday merning the attorney genera] was 
unable to inspect all of this site. Architect 
Kames, in company with City Engineer 
Clayton, visited the place again yesterday 
morning, paying especial attention to the 
southern end, where the prison would be lo- 
cated. 

When seen yesterday morning Mr. Eames 
Stated he was: well pleased with the tract 
and that in his opinion it would answer. He 
said the main building could easily be erect- 
ed at the southern end near East Point and 
that the location was a desirable one.

The attorney general was also favorably 
impressed with the property known as the 
Dickey place in the rear of Grant park. The 
Owners want $75,000 for this tract, however, 
and the city is not likely to pay it. An 
effort will be made by the owners to have 
the Southern and West Point buy the land 
and donate it to the city, but an official of 
the Southern road stated yesterday morn- 
ing he doubted if his company would make 
any such purchase.

LABOR CONVENTION | NO PAY FOR CHAPLAINS. 


TO BE HELD HERE 


Mecting for Purpose of Forming a State 
Federation. 


MANY NELEGATES TO ATTEND 


——_——— 


Every Labor Organization in Georgia 
Will Be Represented. 


ADDRESSES WILL BE MADE BY OFFICERS 


Prominent Officials of the National 
Association Are Expected To Be 
Present at Meetings. 


The labor convention to convene here 
april 27th and 28th is expected to be the 
largest and most important yet held and 
will be attended by a large number of del- 
egates from the towns and cities through- 
out the state. 

More than 100 delegates have already 
been appointed, and it is thought that this 
number will be largely increased before 
the day of the convention. The object of 
the meeting is the formation of a state 
federation of labor, the purposes of which 
is to secure legislation favorable to the 
interests of the working men in the state. 

Every labor organization in Georgia will 
be represented at the convention, and it is 
probable that the contemplated federation 
will be formed with a large representation. 
The first session will convene at 10 o’clock 
on the morning of the 27th and the meet- 
Ings will be held in the council chamber 
of the chamber of commerce. 

A night meeting will be held on that day, 
which will be public, and addresses will 
be made by visiting delegates and officers. 
A general invitation to attend has been 
extended to all in the city interested in 
the matter of labor organization and the 
meeting will doubtless be a large one. 

The movement to hold a big convention 
here for the purpose of perfecting a state 
federation is the result of the joint work 
of the Atlanta Federation of Trades and 
the Central Federation of Labor, of Colum- 
bus, and the committees of these organi- 
zations have completed many of the ar- 
rangements for the big gathering of labor 
delegates.

PRISON BOARD MUST PAY 


The Evident Error in New Law Is 
Pointed in Decision of State 
Official. 


The general understanding over the state 
of the new convict law referring to hire of 
chapiains and county committees to vis- 
it and inspect penitentiary camps in the 
State has been finally settled by an opin- 
lon of the attorney general rendered yes 
terday morning, ; 

The evident oversight in the construc 
tion of the convict law in its failure to 
previde for the payment of chaplains anc 
ccunty committees, which was called at- 
tention to in The Constitution a few days 
ago, has been a source of much trouble,, 
both -to the prison commission and the 
members of the various boards in various 
counties appointed to inspect the camps. 

Committees of inspection continue to be 
appointed despite the new law and every 
day accounts are referred to the comp- 
troller genera] for payment for services 
rendered. Under the old convict law, as 
formerly stated, the chaplains of each 
camp and members of inspecting commit- 
tees were paid $3 a day. Under the de- 
cision of the attorney the new law fails 
to provide for the payment of either 
chaplain or committee and evidently leaves 
such matters to the attention of the prison 
board. 

if any chaplains are engaged to 
preach to the convicts in the future a 
special contract must be made with them 
by the prison commission. The following 
opinion was rendered by Attorney General 
Terrell, yesterday; 

Attorney General's Office, Atlanta, Ga., 
April 18, 1899.—Hon. W. A. Wright, Comp- 
troller General, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: In 
reply to yours of the 10th instant request- 
In an opinicy as to whether you should 
approve claims presenicd ®y chaplains 
of convict camps or by committees ap- 
pointed by grand juries to visit and in- 
vestigate such camps where the services 
have been rendered since April 1, 1899, I 
beg leave to submit the following: 

Under the act of February 25, 1876, regu- 
lating the leasing out of penitentiary con- 
victs by the governor, all of the. convicts 
were entrusted to the lessees, to be man- 
aged and controtled in accordance with 
certain rules and regu'ations. By an act 
approved October 18, is78, it was provided 
that a committee of six citizens, three of 
Same being members of the grail jury 
should be appuinted by the grand jury 
at each term of the. superior court in 
counties Where convicts camps were lo» 
cated, which committee should investigate 
the treatment and) management of con- 
victs in the county by the lessees, man- 
agers, guards, overseeers, or by person 
having or exercising authority over tile 
convicts, and report in writing the result 
cf such inspection and irvestigation to 
the grand jury, Which body was required 
to prosecute, or case to be prosecuted, 
by presentment or indictment, all viola- 
tions of the, !aw in irelatien to the con- 
victs, and make a full report upen the 
condition of the camps in the county in 
their general presentments, a certified 
copy of said report. to be sent to the pen- 
itentlary department. It Was also pro- 
vided by the act of 1879, that the foreman 
of the grand jury appointing this com- 
mittee of inspeetion should appoint a 
chaplain to the sonvict camp located in 
his county, whose duty it should be to 
aid in reforming the moral character of 
the convicts, and who should preach: at 
least one sermon at the camp for the ben- 
efit of the convicts every Sunday, unless 
providentially hindered. The compensa- 
tion of each member of the committee of 
inspection was fixed at $3 per day for 
each day engaged in sugh inspection, and 
that of the chaplains $3 for each Sunday 
devoted in preaching in the camp, to be 
paid cut of tl state treasury. ‘This act 
of S79 was codified as sections 1162 e¢ 
seq. ot the Penal Code. 


Provisions of New Act. 


The act creating the prison commission, 
approved December 21, 1°97 provides an 
altogether different scheme for the man- 
agement and control of the convicts 
te that provided by the act of 15876. The 
contracts under the old law expired April 
1, 1299, and since that date the peniten- 
tiary system of force in this state is that 
provided by the act of 1897. Under the old 
law the convicts were entrusted te the 
lessees, to be managed and controlled in 
accordance with certein regulations, and 
in order that the governor and officials of 
the penitentiary depir:ment might b> 
fully informed as to the treatment of the 
convicts by the lessees and their agents, 
the act of i879 above mentioned: was 
passed. Under the new law the eommis- 
sion has compiete management and con- 
trol of the convicts, all orf the officers 
physicians @nd 3uards conrected with the 
various Camps are appointed and paid by 
the commission, and no hirer por ‘agent 
of convicts has any charge or contro] what- 
ever of the convicts.

It seems clear to me that the act of 1897 
repeals by implication not only the act of 
1876, but also that of 1879, as the latter is 
necessarily part and parcel of the conviet 
System inaugurated by the former. -While 
not favored, repeals by implication may 
exist under our constitution. See 98 Ga.

The jury was out considering the case 
for about five hours, and when Judge Can- 
dler asked near the time for adjournment 
of the court if the jury would likely agree, 
it was announced that the jury Was even- 
ly divided. It seemed that a mistrial would 
be the result. There were several mem- 
bers of the jury who favored acquittal. 

Milam showed a’deep interest in the ‘out- 
come of the case. He waited impatiently 
for the verdict, and the longer the jury 
remained out the more nervous and impa- 
tient he became. When the result was an- 
ndunced he showed no particular surprise 
and expressed none after the result was 
known. 

The jury filed into the 
courtroom. Judge Candler was 
bench and there were few in the room 
besides the officers of the court and the 
attorneys. The verdict was received and 
read. There was a deathly silence as the 
“We the jury find 
the defendant, John Milam, guilty of vol- 
untary manslaughter.’’ 

What the verdict would be was a mat- 
ter of very great doubt. Some of those 
who had listened closely to the' testimony 
and argument thought that the verdict 
would be one of acquittal. Others thought 
it would be for murder in the first de- 
gree. Self-defense was the plea of the 
defendant, and while this was shown to 
be a strong argument for the life of the 
prisoner, the jury did not deem it enough 
to ¢élease Milam from the cystody of the 
law. 

Milam, after the verdict was read, was 
taken to the Tower, where he rested bet- 
ter than he did the night before. He did 
not have much to say of the rtsult of the 
case, and said he di@ not know what he 
thought of the finding. He thought it 
ought to have been acquittal. 

_ May Ask for New Trial. 

His attorneys intimated that a new trial 
might be asked for or the case appealed 
to the supreme court. 

Milam has acted in a ealm and quiet 
manner throughout the trial and appeared 
to feel justified in killing Perry, which 
he said was done to save his own life. 

When the court convened yesterday 
morning the hearing resumed where it had 
been discontinued the evening before. Wit- 
nesses for the defense were presented. 
C. M. Curran said he thought Perry had a 
bad character. Officers Brazelton, Wil- 
liams, Starnes, Wilson and Kilpatrick, of 
the police force, were placed on the stand 
and they said they had arrested Perry on 
a number of occasions. He had been taken 
in by them for different offenses. 

David Gay, a negro, who had seen a good 
deal of the fight between Milam and Perry, 
testified that he had seen that things were 
getting pretty warm and he started off 
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REE LIBRARY MAY — 


which he placed on the window at night 
out in the yard where Perry had thrown it. 
Milam Reads Statement. 

Mitam's attorneys announced that he 
would make his statement. He hobbled 
upon the stand, as his left leg, which is 
stiff, would not allow him easy locomo- 
tion. As soon as he had taken his seat 
he pulled from his pocket several sheets 
of paper and sai@d he would read his state- 
ment, as he wished to tell the truth. He 
read as follows: 


I have known this woman, Florence ” 
Livingston, for some time, and occa- 
sionally visited the house. I am a sin- 
gle man. About a year ago I was at 
this house one night when this man, 
Perry, came in. I was in Florence Liv- 
ingston’s room and she was sick and 
was lying in bed. Perry came to the 
door, which was locked, and asked ‘he 
Livjngston woman to let him in. She 
replied that she was sick and could not 
bother with him, and for him to £0 
away. 

Perry said: “If you don't let me in I 
will break in. You have got the damn- 
ed cripple —~ Milam in there, and 
I am going to get in.” 

The woman begged him to leave. 

Perry went back and got a hatchet and 
came back to the door and began to 
beat *on it with the hatchet. I heard 
the negro man, Dave Gay, come up and 
take the hatchet away from Perry. 
_ Minally Perry left the door for a few 
minutes and I left, the room, and just 
as I was going out of the door I saw 
Perry coming back into the hall. 

After this Perry was at the house on 
three or four different occasions when 
I was there. I never met him face to 
face, as when he would come I would 
lock the door of the room I was in. On 
these occasions he would try to get in- 
to the room and would beat at™the door, 
and’ several times said if he could get 
in he would kill me. Perry seemed to 
be a very violent man when drinking 
whisky. Florence Livingston told me 
several times to avoid him and keep out 
of his way, and she told me that he had 
threatened to kill me whenever he got 
a chance. 

On the day of the killing I was at 
Florence Livingston's house and was in 
her room. 

I heard somebody come to the door, 
and Florence Livingston got up and 
went to the door. She closed the door 
of the room I was in as she went out 
into the hall. 

When she got to the front door I 
heard her talking with some man, and 
the man seemed to be very violent and 
Was cursing a good deal. The man came 
into the hall and the cursing continued, 
and after a while I heard a scuffle in the 
hall. The door then opened partly, and 
Florence Livingston started to come in, 
and I saw Perry behind her catch hold 
of her and pull her away from the door 
back into the hall. I heard him cursing 
and abusing her, and heard somebody 
strike against the wall. 

I was afraid he would kill the woman 
or do her some serious injury, and Il 
picked up this pistol, which was lying on 
the dresser, and put it in my coat pocket 
and went out into the hall. 1 was afraid 
o go into the hall unarmed, because I 
am crippled and have a stiff leg, which 
is of no use to me, and I could not hold 
my Own in a fight with another man. 

Wihhen I got out into the hall Perry had 
this woman up against the wall and was 
choking her until she was red in the 
face. 

I went up and said: ‘‘Are you going to 
kill this woman?’’ 

Perry turned on me and said: “What 
have you got to do with it, you crippled 
—?” and struck me square in the face. 


Blows Are Passed. 


I stepped back and struck Perry, but I 
Was not able to hit much of a lick. 

Perry then caught hold of me, and [. 
caught hold of him.We struggled until 
we got down to where a small flight of 
three or four steps go down to the back 
perch. 

Perry pulled me down these steps and 
threw me against the side of the kitchen. 
About this time we separated. Perry 
stooped down and picked up a bar of 
iron about two feet long and I then pull- 
ed out the pistol and struck him in the 
face and the pistol fell from my hand 

The blow never affected him much, and 
he still held the iron in his hand, and he 
came at me and struck a hard blow with 
it. But I got-behind a post and the iren 
struck the post. He struck so hard a 
blow that the iron fell from his hand 

He then stooped down to pick it up 
again. 

I was so hemmed up I couldn't get 
away. As he rose with the iron, TI 
snatched the pistol off of the floor. As I 
took the pistol off the floor Perry was 
rising with the bar of iron and coming 
at me. 

I shouted to him, ‘‘Stand back!’’ and as 
I did so, shot. 

Perry turned and ran out of the back 
door when I shot. I did not know wheth- 
er I had hit him or not. 

I did not tell Florence Livingston to 
claim that she shad killed the man. When 
the police and people began to come into 
the house I was questioned about it, and 
as I knew the case would have to go in- 
to court, I declined to say anything 
about it, and told the people who came 
in that I knew nothing about it. I meant 
that I had nothing to say about it. I 
intended to make my statement in court 

_at the proper time, and did not intend 
to tell the police and everybody that 
came jm all about it. 


Argument in Case. 
John T. Allen, of Milledgeville, who assist- 
ed Solicitor Hill in the prosecution, opened 
the argument for the state. He made a 


strong argument against the prisoner. He 


said that the whole affair was a plot to 
murder Perry. Reuben Arnold and Harvey 
Hill made arguments for the defense. They 
characterized Perry's character as the 


worst kind and said Milam was a defense- , 


less man and a cripple, 

After the conclusion of the argument, 

Judge Candler delivered one of the ablest 
arguments that have been heard from the 
bench in some time. He went exhaustive- 
ly into the law on self defense. He charged 
the jury on every particular regarding the 
crime of murder and the various degrees of 
punishment that may be meted out to the 
man who commits murder. He told the 
jury of the mitigating circumstances which 
might enter into the case. 
The charge was lengthy, and Judge Can- 
dler was warmly congratulated on it. At 
the conclusion of the charge the jury was 
allowed to retire and make up its verdict.

COME HERE SOON 


Young Men’s Library May Be Turned 
Over to the City. 


NO DISPOSITION TO DEFER 


Members Are Said To Be Willing To 
Make It Free. 


MR. CARNEGIE ELECTED A MEMBER 


As Soon as the Trustees Organize They 
Will Proceed To Get the New 
Building Under Way. 


The directors of the Young Men’s LI- 
brary Association met yesterday afternoon 
and received the report of the inspectors 
who conducted the election on Tuesday. 

Messrs. W. M. Kelley, J. R. Nutting, F. J. 
Paxon, A. A. Meyer, E. M™M. Mitchell and 
a #? Martin were shown to have been 
elected’ 

These representatives of the library as- 
sociation have to be confirmed by council, 
which will also elect six additional trustees. 

It is likely that the library will be turned 
over to the city and made free to the pub- 
lic at an early date. Mr, Carnegie has au- 
thorized Mr. Kelley to draw upon him for 
money as it is required for. the erection of 
the new library building. It is certain, 
therefore, that soon after the trustees or- 
ganize, they will go actively to work to 
prepare for the construction of the build- 
ing. lt will be a year or more before the 
building can be completed-and opened. 

The members of the association are un- 
derstood to have no desire to defer the ben- 
efits of a free library. Since the city has 
resolved to appropriate $5,000 a year to 
maintain a free library, the present insti- 
tution can be turned over to the trustees 
elected by the city council and made free 
as soon as council desires. In that way 
the city will @et a free library at once and 
the merging of the old and the new will 
be simplified, as both will be in the city’s 
hands. 

On motion of F. M. Scott, secretary, An- 
drew Carnegie was elected an honorary 
member of the Young Men's Library. It is 
proposed to keep up the organization, partly 
for sentiment, partly with the object of his- 
torical research. It has been suggested 
that the membership could do a good work 
in collecting. and preserving Georgia his- 
torical “records. Savannah has a histori- 
cal societ¥Y which has done a great work in 
collecting records which might have been 
lost. Many cities have} similag organiza- 
tions. The older members of the library 
are strongly attached to it, and they will 
no doubt maintain their organization.

There will be no 
Street parade upon the return to the regi- 
ment to New Orleans. There was to have 
been and the residents of New Orleans were 
anxious for the regiment to make a display 
upon its return, but the enlisted men failed 
to agree to certain conditions proposed by 
the officers and the regiment therefore di- 
vided, going by several routes. 

About 120° came to Atlanta to spend the 
day, leaving last night; about 150, headed 
by Private Valentine Ryan, went over the 
Centrai via Macon and Montgomery; about 
230 went over the Plant system via Way- 
cross; about 150 went by way of the Georgia 
and Alabama and about seventy-five travel- 
ed over the Florida Central and Peninsular. 

An officer, who desired that his name be 
not mentioned because he did not desire to 
become involved in a controversy with an 
enlisted man, furnished the folbowing state- 
ment in. regard to the condition of affairs 
in the regiment: 

“There were probably seventy-five or 100 
men in the regiment who did not come to 
the officers to tell us goodby. Of these 
nearly the whole number had been discip- 
lined during the time we were in the ser- 
vice. Now Ryan, who has furnished an in- 
terview in which he-admits he was dis- 
honorably discharged and in which he says 
there 1s trouble in the regiment, was one 
of these. 

“Several months ago he preferred charges 
against an officer of the regiment, but 
when the papers reached Colonel] Wood he 
saw they were without foundation and did 
not order an investigation. Ryan then sent 
the same charges to corps headquarters, 
General Fitzhugh Lee commanding, and 
Colonel Wood was instructed to order Ryan 
courtmartialed for preferring trivial 
charges against an officer. Colone} Wood 
ordered him courtmartialed, but before the 
court could be convened orders came to 
muster out the regiment and the war de- 
partment dissolved the court and gave 
Ryan’s case the direction of a dishonorable 
discharge. . 

“The people down at New Orleans were 
very anxious to have the regiment make a 
display upon its return home and told us 
they would furnish us with guns, our equip- 
ments having been gurrendered to the gov- 
ernment. We informed the men of this and 
they decided to go home together and have 
a parade. We then told them that if we 
rade on the same train with them they 
would have to be under military discipline 
on the way home, as we did not intend be- 
ing held responsible for disorder on the 
train anless there was Military discipline. 
We also disliked the idea of being escorted 
through towns by armed policemen as a 
number of regiments have been. 

“The men replied they would not submit 
to discipline after they had been mustered 
out and we told them that their decision 
was agreeable. That is why the regiment 
separated and. there will be no street pa- 
rade when we reach home.”” 

The members of the regiment who visited 
Atlanta yesterday presented Colonel Wood 
with a loving cup as a testimonial of their 
esteem for him. The presentation was 
made in the private car of the officers at the 
union depot and Colonel Wood replied in a 
neat speech. 

A number of the officers of the regiment 
visited Governor Candler in his office at the

Captain Clark, of the Army, stated that 
Scarratt first drove up and cried out: “Get 
out of the way.” And that he went into the 
saloon, remaining there about half an hour. 

“When Brother Scarratt came out of the 
saloon,” said Captain Clark, “we had 
moved eight feet from the sidewalk curbing 
to give him plenty of room to drive on. 
Instead of doing so he turned his horse’s 
head directly into our circle and if Brother 
Patterson had not caught hold of the bridle 
the horse would have run over my little 
boy and perhaps others and hurt somebody. 
We do not wish to prosecute Brother Sear- 
ratt, but only desire to let him know that 
we have some rights as well as himself. 

Captain Clark’s wife made about the same 
statement. She concluded by. saying that 
she felt sorry for ‘Brother Scarratt.’’ and 
hoped the judge would be light on him. 

Soldier Patterson and his witfe corrob- 
orated the testimony of the other wit- 
nesses. 

The little boy was in court, whose fogt 
was said to have been hurt, but the foot 
Was not shown in evidence 

Attorney O’Brien closely cross-questioned 
the witnesses, respectfully addressing them 
as ‘“‘brother’’ and ‘“‘sister.’’ During the 
cross-examination Mrs. Clark remarked: 

“Brother O’Brien, you are a good lawyer, 
but you do ask some awful questions.” 

Searratt made a statement in which he 
said: 

“Tl did not intend to molest the Salvation 
Army. The streets were crowded and I did 
my best to drive out without hurting any- 
body. This man Patterson caught my 
horse's bridle, and if I had hhad.a whip 
would have used it on him.” 

‘It's a good thing for wou that you didn’t 
have the whip,’’ remarked the recorder, 
“for if vou had used it I Would have given 
you the heaviest fine I could have imposed.” 

“IT have lived in Atlanta for twenty-seven 
years,’’ continued Scarratt, ‘‘and I pay this 
city and state $450 to do business. No man 
has more respect for religion than | havo, 
but I do not believe in this street display 
and the Salvation Army has made itseif a 
nuisance by blocking the streets in front of 
people’s places of business. I help the Army. 
however, by buying their War Cry.” 

The recorder fined Scarratt $10.75, and the 
fine was paid. 

Scarratt stated that he intended to prose- 
cute the Salvation Army for disorderly con- 
duct.
